U.N. command, in a dramatic 
rpove to end the cease-fire dead­ 
lock, today offered to accept 
the Communist buffei zone pro­ 
posal—if an armistice is signed 
within 30 days. The Commun­ 
ists indicated they might agree. 
North Koreanjyfaj. Gen. Lee Sang 
Cho told United Nations ^negotiators 
the UH. plan ’‘seems in the main 
to be in accordance with our prin­ 
ciples.” 
The Reds promised to study the 
proposal overnight and “comment” 
further when the subcommittees 
working on the cease-fire line issue 
meet again at 11 am. Sunday (6 
pm. PST Saturday) in Panmunjom. 
MaJ. Gen. Henry I. Hodes, chief 
U.N. subcommittee delegate, told the 
Communist negotiators Saturday 
that the UN. allies will accept the 
Red proposal to fix a tentative 
cease-fire line along ^ the present 
battle front. But he made it clear 
the line will become permanent only 
if all other armistice terms are 
agreed upon within 30 days after 
the proposal Is accepted by the full 
five-member armistice delegations. 
If no armistice is signed before 
the deadline, then a new cease-fire 
line would have* to be fixed, Hodes 
said. 
“We don’t see any reason why the 
Communists wouldn’t accept the 
latest UN. proposal.to settle the 
buffer .zone .issue,” said Lt. Col. 
Howard S. Lcvie, .official U. N. com­ 
mand spokesman. “We made it in 
all sincerity and with'the expecta­ 
tion that it would be accepted." 
He said the immediate Commun­ 
ist reply came “much .faster 'than 
we would have expected.”

Hodes suggested that staff officers 
of both sides meet at 10"a.m...

Allied infantrymen had knocked 
the Reds off 11 hilis by early after­ 
noon. 
One UN. battalion crossed the 
Pukhan 'river in assault boats in 
pre-dawn darkness and hit the tm- 
suspecting Chinese In a soft spot. 
The Allied spokesman said UN. 
forces advanced so swiftly the Chi­ 
nese had no chance to counterat­ 
tack. At only one point did the Reds 
stand and fight. In this sector the 
doughboys moved in with bayonets 
and grenades. 
.A'llled trtlllery hurled, doze'ns of 
shells into the Communist lines, 
while big Patton tanks rumbled into 
battle with the advancing Infantry­ 
men. Warplanes supporting the ad- 
va'nce 'hit the enemy 18 tim.es. 
In the west, UN. infantrymen 
won back an advance position lost 
to Reds Friday northwest of Chor- 
won, 20 miles north of parallel 38. 
.Allied, troops .attacked under cover' 


of an artillery barrage shortly be­ 
fore dawn. Communists who had 
pushed United Nations defenderá 
out of one hill position early Friday 
pulled back after putting up only 
light resistance,' the Eighth army 
reported. Presumably the Reds stm 
hold two other hill positions seized 
in the Friday attack. 
Other UN. command troops coun­ 
terattacking to regain lost ground 
northwest of the punchbowl on the 
eastern front were reported engaged 
In a blazing battle. The Red$ threw 
a full battalion Into Friday’s at­ 
tack, which shoved United Nations 
units out of advance positions. 
In the air, jets tangled Saturday 
for the first time In a week over 
Northwestem Korea. One Red

I n t o a dynamite 
factory with a lighted match In 
his hand, is beginning to whimper.

British and Iran took over the oil 
industry. The industry is shut 
down now for lack of technicians 
and ships to move the oil. 
Unemployment Is spreading. A 
big chunk of Iran’s 'tocO'me came' 
from the oil. With that gone, Iran 
is getting into worse financial 
shapC' daily, NO' one toows what 
the end will be. 
Maye Mossadegh will be kicked 
out and replaced by someone 'who 
will make a deal with the British 
to continue producing oil. Maybe, 
before the excitement dies down, 
the Iranian communists will take 
over. 


AT ANY BATE, the Iranian 
government needs money, and 
badly. Mossadegh has been here 
for weeks, talking with American 
offlcials who liave been trying to 
work out a compromise. 
N e i t h e r Mossadegh nor the 
British budged much, and the 
prime minister then asked for an 
Amrican loan. That might stave 
off the wolf, at least temporarily. 
At the s a m e t i m e it would 
strengthen his hand in standing 
off the British. 
It’ so happens that this country 
and Britain are aUies. It’s a tick­ 
lish problem for this country: If 
it steps in with a loan to Iran, 
that hurts the British. 
By mid-week it became clear 
Mossadegh wasn’t going to get the 
loan at least yet.’Mean while con­ 
ditions in Iran were getting worse.

California Shows Third 
Lowest U.S. Marriage Rate

Is marriage becoming unpopular 
. In California? 
Last year, according to a recent 
survey of m a r i t a l statistioi 
throughout the nation, only two 
states — Tennessee and North 
Carolina—had a smaller percent­ 
age of blushing txrides and eager 
grooms than California. Here, the 
marriage rate, measured to the 
number of marriages per thousand 
population, was only 7.4—surpris­ 
ingly small when compared with 
the rates for other states; such as 
14.5 for Washington, 10.7 for Illi­ 
nois, and 31.6 for Arizona. 
Actually, the reason isn’t hard 
to find. For Califomla's neighbor­ 
ing state, Nevada, has by far the 
highest marriage rate in the coun­ 
try, the spectacularly high figure 
of 311.7 per thousand population. 
Nevada, with low age require­ 
ments, no waiting period, and no 
blood test! does California JP .’s 
out of a landoffice business. 
4 
NATIONALLY, ONE FOURTH 
as many people were divorced as 
'were married in 1950, the survey 
showed. Even so, the record of 
marriage stability was a little 
better than the year before, when 
there were fewer-marriages and 
more divorces. 
\ 
The peak yev^'Of aU time for 
both marriages and divorces was 
1946, when returning servkemen 
came home to marry their home 
town sweethearts or dissolve mar- 
riags that had gone awry during 
years of absence. That year there 


were $,391,045 marriages and 610,- 
000 divorces. Last year marriagee 
totalled 1.093,257 
and 
divorcee 
385,000. 
In spite of the frequency of dl- 
vi^ce, the survey showed that lor 
every 1,000 married women thera 
were only lOA divorces. That rate

It was also found that 
the Joint income of the average 
working coupe is neafly 150 per 
cent higher than it was a decade 
ago.

According 
to di'vorce JudgeS', mort yo'ung 
couples who sought freedom from 
unsuccessful marriages lacked an 
adult sense of responsibility. Aa 
youngsters, they were given money 
to spend, autos to drive end too 
MtUe work to do. ’They had poor 
home tridning, the Judges agreed, 
and little or no religious training. 
The charges most frequently heard 
in the divorce courts were cruelty, 
deaertton, adultery and incompal- 
ihility, in that order.

In Entire Nation 
WASHINGTON «.PJ —New home 
construction dropped five percent 
during October, the bureau of labor 
statistics estimated today. 
Prelimmary re:poits sho'w^ed that 
866.000 new permanent non-farm 
dwellings were started last month, 
5.000 less than in September. 
The bure.au .sa.id the October de­ 
cline was widespread, but most pro­ 
nounced in southern and Pacific 
coast states. 
It said '942,000 new dwelling units 
were begun during the first 10 
months of 1951, 22 percent less than 
the record 1,215,100 started durin» 
the same period last year. 
Included to the J,an,uary-October,. 
1951, total were 20,400 new dwelling 
units in projects started by private 
buildeil for personnel at military 
and na.val installations, under pro­ 
vision of the National Houstog Act 
of 1949. Since this program got un­ 
der way to November, 1949, almost 
32,500 new units have been started. 
The bureau said final reports 'for 
July boosted the total for that 
month to 90,500 units, an increase 
of 4,500 over the bureau’s pre­ 
liminary estim.ate..

Abandoned

"loyalty oath" as a prerequisite to 
employment after months of contro­ 
versy during which it was attacked 
as a threat to academic freedom to 
the 'West. 
The requirement, which called 
upon university employees to sign 
a special non-Communist affidavit, 
was .rescind'ed yesterday 'when a ma 
Jority of the board of regents voted 
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against it for the second time within 
a month. 
Absent from the regents* meeting 
w.'hen the oath ^as dropped, by a '12 
to 5 vote were Gov. Earl Warren, 
chief opponent of the oath, and re­ 
gent John Francis Neylan, leader 
of the battle 'to retain the clause 'to 
university employment contracts. 
The loyalty oath actually died as 
the regents voted against recon­ 
sidering their Oct. 20, vote of 13 to 
7 to opposition to the measure. 
The confirming vote was required 
as the oath’s proponents resor^ to 
technical maneuver at last 
month’s meeting which made neces­ 
sary a second vote against the 
measure. 
Adoption of the non-Oommunist 
declaration, .as a condition of em­ 
ployment to 1949 brought protests 
from throughout the academic 
world. It also resulted to the dis­ 
missal of 18 iaculty members. 
'The ' meas'ure’s repeal ^yesterd.ay 
had no immediate effect on the 
status of those dismis^, many of 
whom have since found posts at 
other schools. 
University of California may now 
hire anyone who would take the 
normal constitutional oath of alleg­ 
iance as amended by the Levering 
Act which requiF'Cs sworn statc,m,ents 
of all state employees that they are 
not engaging and have not engaged 
to Communist activities.

Later, in No­ 
vember, US. postal officials worked 
oiit arrangements for handling air 
mail only—but no packages—for ci­ 
vilians in the republic. 
With resumption of full service, 
parcel post packages for Korea will 
be limited to 22 pounds, with the 
rate at 14 cents per pound.

According to J. C. Johnson, Lind­ 
say vice presftent, the new 500- 
unit development has been attract­ 
ing national attention on the part 
of both government and private 
builders as an experiment to deter­ 
mine the feasibility of building more 
projects of its type. 
Plans for Raphael Village were 
first formulated in 1949 when ^e 
Air Force command announced that 
Hamilton Field was to 1>e made the 
headquarters for the Western Air 
Defense Command. Ihey believed 
that in a semi-peacetime economy 
proper men could be attracted to 
the field only if adequate housing 
was provided their families. 
The Lindsay Company — known 
for their higfaer-braclet planned 
communities in San Francisco and 
Menlo Park — was selected as spon­ 
sor for the project ac as low bidder. 
They took over the actual designing 
and construction of all buildings as 
well as the selection and purchase 
of a suitable site, all land planning 
and street work. 
Snbiirban Appearance 
Unlike the multiple-story bar-^ 
racks-type military housing units of 
the past, Raphael Village looks Ufte 
subdivision of small suburban 
homes. All buildings are only one 
story in height, and no building con­ 
tains more than two units. Archi­ 
tects have tried to create as much 
Individuality in the exteriors as cir­ 
cumstances permit. 
Occupants will have their choice 
of one, two, and three-bedroom dup- 
exes and two and three bedroom 
single hou^s. Rentals — low even 
or Wherry Act staivlards<;-range 
rom $55 to $71 for the duplexes and 
rom $91.50 and $100 a month for 
the houses. 
Rent Includes range, refrigerator, 
garbage collection, and carport. ^ 
Each of the units has an *w’ 
shaped living room-dining room with 
large picture windows front and 
back. Kitchens have space for 
breakfast tables and each is equip­ 
ped with a standard-size gas range, 
electric exhaust fan, a 8 cu. ft. re­ 
frigerator, and Formica counters 
around large double sink. 
In addition to the attached car­ 
port. each unit has a large separate 
storage closet. The carport can 
double during the day as a Weltered 
terrace, and there is ampie space 
behind each unit for outdoor living 
and play area. 
In Wooded VaUey 
Located in a wooded valley west 
of Highway 101, one-half mile north

ctirity.” 
**We cannot stand stlli.** the Cali­ 
fornia governor declared In a radio 
speech last night. It was the open­ 
ing talk of his campaign for the 
1952 GOP presidential nomination. 
The Republican party has never 
been a radical party,’* he told dele­ 
gates to the GOP state convention 
and a national radio audience. **It 
m^st not—as It values its life—be­ 
come a party of reaction. 
It must occupy the field of ac­ 
tivity between Uiese two extremes. 
Warren rasted in a San Francisco 
hospital while a radio transcription 
carried his views on what the Re­ 
publicans can do to appeal to the 
voters next year. He Is getting a 
medical checkup for an intestinal 
disturbance. 
The 1948 Repbulican nominee for 
vice president, a three-time' gover­ 
nor in a nominally democratic state, 
asserted that the American public 
is opposed to socialism—but not to 
social progress. 
“They demand it," he said. 
“Without it our country would 
^lecome decadent. Any party that 
turns its back on it will be repudi­ 
ated by the people. We will face 
that issue next November. We had 
better face it now.” 
Warren added: 
“In saying thli I am somewhat 
sensitive because I have been 
chmrged in some quarters with a 
lack of Bcpublican conservaos» 
for advocating some of those 
thlngs, but I assure you I have 
not departed from our highest 
Republican authority — the platf 
form.” 
The Republicans, he said,, must 
pledge the voters rugged honesty h 
every phase of government. 
“We must clean out the chisel 
ing, the favoritism and the dis­ 
honesty that is shocking the pub­ 
lic today,” he insisted. 
Warren deplored use of Recon­ 
struction Finance Ckjrporation loans 
to “ball out shaky enterprises” and 
to finance gambling houses. ‘ The 
RPC has been criticised for putting 
up money for a Reno hotel-casino. 
The governor spoke of medical 
care on reasonable terms, without 
calling it pre-paid health insurance 
such as he has unsuccessfully ad­ 
vocated In California. 
On foreign policy, he said: 
“We cannot afford to equivocate 
between world co-operation and iso- 


lation. We cannot believe or pne- 
tice both at the tame time.

NARROWING OF ARTERIES 
Coronary heart disease is due to 
a narrowing and partial blocking of 
the ar teries which supply the heart 
muscle with blood. Eventually, a clot 
forms to plug the artery completely, 
thus cutting off the blood supply 
through this channel and resulting 
in a heart attack. 
In a study of 139 patients. It was 
found

had 
experienced 
definite warning symptoms. Pain 
over the breast bone,, spreading to 
the arms, shoulders, neck, or area 
just below the ribs was the most 
frequent sign, but it varied in the 
different patients from a vague dis­ 
comfort or a dull ache to severe, 
vise-like gripping pain. In most 
instances, it occuired after exertion 
and disappeared with rest. In addi­ 
tion to pain, most patients ex­ 
perienced severe s h o r t n e s s of 
breath. 
NEW TEST HELPFUL 
Where coronary heart disease is 
suspected, 
the 
electrocardiogram 
may be helpful In diagnosing early 
cases. A new diet, in which an 
electrocardiogram is taken before 
and after physical exertion, is some- 
tims extremely helpful in diagnosing 
this condition. 
Tlie patient should look upon 
such symptoms as those described 
above with concern and should 
consult his physician as soon as he 
can, so that, if possible, preventive 
measures, such as bed rest and the 
use of certain drugs which prevent 
the clotting of the blwxl in the 
arteries of the heart, may be insti­ 
tuted. Adherence to such a program 
may avert disaster. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
U. S.: W hat causes white marks 
on the hands, elbows and ankles? 
Answer: It is possible that you are 
suffering from a condition known 
as leukoderma. Ttie exact cause of 
this condition is not known, but too 
much exposure to the sunlight may 
be partly responsible. 
There is not a great deal th at 
can be done for leukoderma. Certain 
drugs are given internally, such as 
arsenic and extracts of the thyroid 
and suprarenal glands. 


Thanksgiving Date 
Was Woman's Work 
Bf JANE EADS 
WASUINOTON — Thanksgiving, 
November 21 this year, was not 
fixed as a natioiial holiday until a 
week after President Lincoln deliv­ 
ered his Gettysburg Address in 1863. 
T hat it was so fixed was the work 
of a woman. 
David Mearns. assistant librarian 
for American Collections at the Li­ 
brary of Congress, brought this in­ 
teresting fact to light after detailed 
study of the library’s Lincoln papers. 
“Every 
school 
boy,” 
he 
says, 
"knows th at Gov. Bradford decreed 
thanksgiving for Plymouth’s harvest 
in 1621, and readers of Mourt’s ’Re­ 
lation’ remember how the Pilgrims 
entertained and feasted Massasoit 
and his men for three whole dajrs.” 
But for many years, he points out. 
Thanksgiving was observed in the 
United States on different days in 
different localities. Sarah Josepha 
Buell Hale, first woman editor in 
U.S., who for 40 years conducted the 
famed "Godey’s Ladies Book,” in 
1846 launched an unremitting cam­ 
paign for Thanksgiving’s annual ob­ 
servance on the same day through­ 
out the United States. 
"When the union was threatened 
she urged a thanksgiving observ­ 
ance as a means of salvation, and 
when salvation came she thought so 
well of it she begged for its exten­ 
sion throughout the world as a way 
for peace,” Mr. Meauns relates. 
At first Mrs. Hale worked through 
the governors, then sought backing 
from 
Presidents 
Fdlmore, 
Pierce 
and 
Buchanan 
without 
gaining 
much headway. Then she wrote to 
her friend Secretary of State Sew­ 
ard, who replied in September, 1863, 
that he had passed her recom­ 
mendation on to President Lincoln. 
In the Lincoln papers there is a 
lengthy letter directly addressed to 
the President in which she urges "a 
national and fixed Union festival” 
and entreats him to put forth his 
proclamation appointing the last 
Thursday in November as Thanks­ 
giving.

Young Marin Parents With Ideal 
Form Unitarian Church School

Eighteen months ago the old- 
timers and experts were skeptical, 
very skeptical. They were con­ 
vinced bC'yond a doubt that these 
upstarts, these young adults who 
wanted to start a Sunday school 
for their children, didn’t have even 
a bare chance of getting underway 
with the first classes inside of a 
year.They were completely wrong, and 
the September issue of a national 
liberal religious magazine. The 
Christian Register, features as its 
cover story the amazing develop­ 
ment of the Unitarian Fellowship 
of Marin and its church school. 
WHEN IT ALL. BEGAN in March 
of 1950, there were just 17 child­ 
ren. Now there are about 75, and 
more enrolling constantly. Church 
•School Superintendent Lelan,d Gil­ 
lette, the author of the article, who 
lives in Mill Valley, said shortly 
after the first fall class began 
that ‘Tf the children keep coming 
In, our limited facMtties are going 
to force us to limit enrollment, 
much as we d'isllke doing it.’* 
Thus, what began as merely an 
ambitious Idea of a few adults 
who gathered to try to form a 
church school, has grown in a 


mere 18 months to a full-fledged 
success In the important field of 
religious education. 
GUlette' wrote in The Christian 
Register that the church school’s 
“secret of success” includes several 
factors—“opportune timing, desire 
for a liberal school, enthusiasm, 
and ignorance, the last two of 
w'hich are probably responsible for 
our starting the school a bare, two 
months after the first meeting of 
the Unitarian Fellowship ” 
The expterts had told them blunt­ 
ly, Gillette wrote, that it was al­ 
most mandatory to adopt a “sound, 
conservative plan of waiting—pos­ 
sibly as much as a year,” to allow 
everyone in the Fellowship to get 
to know each other, to develop a 
curriculum and organize a faculty. 
But these eager young adults, 
who had decided to form a Unitar­ 
ian Fellowship mostly because they 
w?'anted a liberal religious educa­ 
tion for their children, would have 
none of the “sound, con.servative” 
waiting. The time, they felt, was 
right now. * 


THEY HAD NO PLACE to meet. 
There was no faculty, no curricu­ 
lum. Someone suggested forming 
car 'pools and dr'iv.lng 26 mUes to 
the Berkeley church each Sunday. 
But one determined mother of five 
demanded, “Why go to Berkeley? 
Why not start our own now?” And, 
despite the fact 'that 'the odds 'were 
imposing, they did.

perience, but most without it. vol­ 
unteered. 
They got tremendous 
amounts of reference material and 
studied hard. Scout Hall, at Second 
and A streets, was obtained as a 
meeting place. Everyone pitched 
in to get books, rugs for the tots, 
easels, dolls, games, paints and 
clay. Other than books, the total 
cost of material during the schoors 
first four months was just $26. 
Then, on March 19 last year, 
just two months after the Fellow­ 
ship had been formed, the church 
school began, with three groups— 
nursery, 3 to 5 years; junior ele­ 
mentary, 6 to 6; and senior ele­ 
mentary. 9 years and up. 
“From the start,” wrot OlUette. 
“we have kept in mind that It Is 
our children’s church school and 
we want them to be happy and 
eager to go. We want them to be 
relaxed and be themselves with 
very little If any formality. Most 
of our children come in play 
clothes, so they can play, have fun, 
and get dirty without fear of spoil­ 
ing 'Sunday bests.* Our teachers 
also dress informally and the child­ 
ren seem freer to ask for help.** 
A reading from the Bible, a poem 
or some text dealing with the main 
subject of the morning follows, and 
sometimes there’s a silent “think­ 
ing time.” 
Quite often there are educational 
movies, shown by the Fellowship 
president, Dr. Kenneth McKinnon 
of San Rafael, and then the child­ 
ren all participate in their various 
activities, none of which follow 
any rigid procedure. 
There are 
"talking circles,'* in which anything 


under the sun might be discussed, 
games, painting, and then the 
teacher reads a story on the topic 
of the day, which might be about 
"The Big World Ball,” or how 
children of other lands live, or 
how a beby is cared for. 
They 
might bake for the adults, and take 
field trips—in short, the children 
are given a sound and easy intro­ 
duction into the world in which 
they must take part, and perhaps 
someday help lead. 
THE TEACHERS this year In­ 
clude Mrs. McKinnon, Mrs, Harry 
Andrewsen, Mrs. Joe Nakanisht, 
Mrs. Jack Shepard, Mrs. F. D. 
Wells,- Alton Dahlin, Dr. Gail Ad­ 
ams and Dr. Albert Brinckerhoff 
of San Rafael; Mr. and Mrs. Spen­ 
cer Frange, Mrs. Gillette, Mrs. W.

THE MAJORITY OF SITES in 
M arin are easUy 
Identified 
by 
th eir shell content, pieces of char­ 
coal from ancient fires, and the 
black earth. O ften the presence 
of buckeye trees will identify a 
aite. 
A lthough the raw fruit of the 
buckeye is poisonous, and can even 
cause the death of cattle th at 
e a t It, th e Indians made it p alat­ 
able through a bleaching and bak­ 
ing process. 


Even though th e mounds m ay 
be some distance from the ocean, 
there still will be found a con­ 
siderable 
am ount 
of 
shell, 
for 
clams and other mollusks were one 
of the principal foods of M arin 
Indlaiis. 
Shells were also used for orna­ 
m ents and money. Olivella shells 
and 
pieces 
of 
m other-of-pearl 
from mbalones were used for dec­ 
oration. D oughnut shaped discs 
from th e pismo clam were labori­ 
ously punched out to make wam ­ 
pum. 
OTHER IMBICATORS of Indian 
villages 
are 
the 
m ortars 
and 
pestles used for grinding meal. 
Sometimes such, articles will be 
found scattered along stream beds 
in the rugged back country of 
M arin where they had been car­ 
ried or dropped by some travelUng 
Indian, away from the regular 
camps. 
The 
archaeologists, 
however, 
find m ost of th eir artifacts in 
burials. 
Despite years of study some of 
these objects still puzzle students. 
Early white explorers In Mariri 
took the Redm an for granted and 
recorded 
very 
little 
about 
his 
culture. Ckjnsequently today when 
the California archaeologists hit a 
Jack pot of ancient Indian relics, 
such as they did on Tóm ales Point 
a num ber of years ago, they are a t 
loss to explain m any of the ob­ 
jects, such as the long awl-shaped 
obsidian 
points 
they 
uncovered 
from one burial along the shores 
of Tómales Bay. 
THE ..TRIBE THAT inhabited 
M arin when the white m an came 
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were called “Miwok,** but earlier 
groups were also apparenciy in the 
region. 
Instead 
of 
using 
tribal 
nam es to indicate the V8u*ious sites, 
the archaeologists utilize a system 
of **horizons." In CalilcNmla it is 
broken down into early, middle, 
and late horizons. There are no 
early horizon sites known in M arin, 
but there are num erous middle 
horizon sites th a t may date back 
one to two thousand years. 


The large m ound recently lev­ 
eled for the new shopping center 
at G reenbrae was identified by the 
Archaeological survey as belonging 
to this Middle Horizon which p re­ 
dated the 
Miwok 
Indians. 
Al­ 
though the site was of considerable 
size it yielded few artifacts, but 
about 15 burials. 


Niels Shultz Jr., contractor for 
the project, and an am ateur n a t­ 
uralist told Aubrey Neasham, re ­ 
gional historian for the National 
Parks, about th e site.

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PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Good Design Is Secret 


Of Successful Planting 


By HARMAN W. NICHOLS 
WASHINGTON 
(U.R) — I wish 
somebody would tell me how to 
grow a green thum b. Heaven knows 
I ’ve tried. 
A suggestion by C lint Anderson 
when he was secretary of agricul­ 
ture may be the best advice. He 
said I should “never plant a yard 
or garden too big for your wife 
to handle.” 
For a time we had an acre sur­ 
rounding a house in nearby B eth- 
esda, Md. The D of A told me about 
onion plants but I got them up­ 
side down and wound up buying 
my onions. 
THE WEEDS GOT the w ater­ 
melons. Also the peas and beans. 
Somebody told me to squirt glyc­ 
erine on the corn after it had 
started to “silk” to scare off the 
jap beetles. The corn died. 
A couple of years as a cliff dwell­ 
er in an apartm ent development 
was like heaven. No yard, no gar­ 
den. B ut we now have a small plot 
in Hyattsville, Md., and 
our 
troubles are beginning again. 
The agriculture people said this 
was a pretty good tim e to plant, 
a dogwood tree. I planted m ine a 
m onth ago, and in a week's time 
the thing was dead. 
The yard was a little on the 
ragged side and a neighbor recom­ 


mended a 100 pound bag of some 
stuff to make the grass grow. We 
doused the yard good. Too good, I 
guess, because we killed most of 
the ^rass. 
THE NATIONAL GARDEN In ­ 
stitute has out a pam phlet called 
“How Can We P lant Spring- 
Blooming Bulbs in the G arden?’* 
It’s for high school kids, and may­ 
be a little more in my class. 
I ’ve bought tulips, daffodils, hy­ 
acinths, crocus, scillas, and snow­ 
drops and have the fork, spade, 
and hoe all greased and ready and 
Tm going to do it just like the 
book says. 
For masses of color, the tulips 
are going on the border with the 
bulbs placed in even rows. The 
daffodils, according to instructions, 
will be planted “hit or miss,” which 
is the way 1 generally plant things 
anyhow. The scillas, snowdrops, 
crocus and hyacinths will be 
dumped in clumps. 
The tulip bulbs will go down ex­ 
actly six inches by the ruler. Two 
or three inches for the crocus, 
snowdrops, scilla and hyacinth. 
The back yard has all the ferti­ 
lizer it needs. The soil is about to 
be loosened. 
All I can do is hope. If I fail, 
I .swear this will be the last tim e 
for me. 


Place Windows 
Correctly 


By ALBERT WILSON 
Last weetc we talked a'bout 
cleaning up the garden. This week 
we will talk about planting. D ur­ 
ing cool w eather from October 
until winter has passed is always 
planting time. Our spirits favor 
activity at this tim e in the garden, 
as well as the w eather and the soil. 
WHAT TO PLANT and where 
to plant is the question. The an­ 
swer, of course lies in the design. 
Never set out a plant w ithout first 
consulting the plan. A tree, shrub, 
or vine is a perm anent living thing 
in any garden. It has a special 
place of its own, and if It is given 
th at place when first set out, it 
will never have to be jerked up 
and railroaded elsewhere. I know 


of trees th at have been chased all 
over the garden because the gar­ 
dener hadn’t followed a plan and 
each move proved to be a wrong 
one. 
Let us suppose your plan calls 
for a corner treatm ent. First the 
background m ust be considered. Is 
it stucco, a brick wall, a wooden 
fence, or is it the side of a win­ 
dowed garage? These m aterials 
m ust be considered as stucco often 
reflects terrific heat, brick less, 
and wood little indeed. Glass is 
always hot, 
IS THE CORNER Under a tree, 
if so w hat kind? In some places 
lovely effects may be obtained. 
But a pool is no good under a 
pepper tree. Both berries and 
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Economy in materials is the keynote of this plan with kitchen 
and, both back-to>back and rooms designed for standard 
lengths of |oists. This house covers 1,200 square feet without 
garage and porch, which add 315 square feet.

leaves turn clear w ater isuddly 
black. Nor is a willow especially 
suited to a corner pool. Its roots 
grow strong and can burst the 
walls and cause the pool to lose 
water. 
Two very satisfactory weeping 
trees for a corner pool area are 
the weeping pittosporum , and the 
M aytan from Chile. These trees 
are well behaved. Or is it a shady 
corner th at wants planting? If so, 
w hat makes it shady? Maybe it is 
a heavy pergola, vine covered and 
dark underneath. Besides shade 
there will be dust and dirt from 
dropping leaves. Sm.all plants are 
best under this kind of shade. 
The sacred bamboo, saxafrages, 
plantain lilies, woodwardia, sword, 
holly leaf ferns, are plants of am ­ 
ple foliage and every one of them 
grow well in shade. Every one of 
them , too, can do m uch to build 
up a pool planting. 
LILIES OF THE VALLEY, or­ 
chid iris, Japanese anem one, and 
Balloon-flower are also good gar­ 
den flowers for shady places. 
As we all realize every plant in 
the garden m ust pay its way, this 
is especially true of those given 
the shady place. They can’t just 
string along with thin foliage and 
hardly a bloom. They m ust put 
out strong leaves and clear flow­ 
ers. 
One thing all of us m ust bear 
in m ind is th a t we can only 
achieve a sparkling effect in » 
shady garden if we plant enough 
of each variety. One fern, one 
anemone, or one orchid iris can’t 
tell a story, but if we set out 
several the effect is always imme­ 
diate. The shoulder of a pool, a 
woodland path, or a dark com er 
will blaze up w ith burning interest 
where a m ass has been created 
With the plant m aterials. 
FOR SUNNY CORNER? An or­ 
ange or lemon tree m ight be 
happy in a warm corner, but a 
pine, cedar or honey-dew locust 
would resent such a place. An 
um brella tree such as a silk-tree 
(albizzia julibrissin) would be a 
splendid addition to a corner gar­ 
den because Its branches are light 
and airy. The sunlight will perco­ 
late down through and will be 
softened as it passes by the grace­ 
ful branches. W ith such a tree 
m any sparkling shrubs and flow­ 
ering perennials grow and bloom 
and create a picture. 
There are m any plants th a t love 
a sunny corner. Hibiscus, gardenia, 
heliotrope, lantana, geranium s, or- 


The best all-round natural light 
comes from a northeastern ex­ 
posure. But when you’re planning 
the location of windows in your 
new home, rem em ber the psycho­ 
logical value of the view, too— 
w hat the hom em aker sees when 
she looks out. Try to place 
windows where the light is best 
and the view is pleasantest. 


nam ental grasses come under this 
classification. They w ant a warm 
spot and don’t necessarity dem and 
oceans of water. W hat they w ant 
m ost of all is to be left alone. 
Take the co<mmon geranium for 
example. I’ve seen plants growing 
in a hot corner with leaves alm ost 
as large as a cabbage, and as green 
as grass, but hardly a bloom. The 
gardener was pouring on too m uch - 
w ater. Less w ater w ith the w arm th 
would have been better. The leaves 
would have been hidden w ith a 
splashing m ass of flowers. 
THE LOCATION and window 
arrangem ent of the house would 
be considered. Plan the gayest 
m ost colorful spots so they can be 
viewed from indoors or glimpsed 
from entrance ways. W hat is more 
pleasant than to enjoy a second 
cup of coffee and a view of your 
spring daffodil bed? 
As we said at the beginning, 
now in cool w eather is the time 
for planting. It is the tim e to cor­ 
rect m istakes, it is the tim e to 
create new features. P ut in fresh 
perennials, new shrubs, additional 
vines and trees too. Some of these 
will still have a bloom or two so 
you can be sure of color and type. 
O thers will have already gone to 
sleep, but the roots can be shifted 
to new places. 
It is not a case oi one hundred 
of these or one hundred of that. 
Select enough, set them out so 
th a t the effect will be evident 
next spring when the garden, after 
its w inter sleep awakens and a 
fresh breeze hurries to m eet the 
red sun. 


New Grass Cuts 
Down Mowing Time 
How would you like to find a 
grass th at needs mowing only half 
as often as ordinary kinds? How 
would you like one th at stays green 
all summer, lights off crabgrass 
and other w arm -w eather weeds, 
and diseases? 
The new wonder grass is M erion 
bluegrass, discovered a t the Merion 
Country Club near Ardmore, Penn- 
.sylvaiiia, and developed after in- ' 
tensive research by the Greens 
Section of the U.S. Golf Associ­ 
ation. 
Its habit of growing—spreading 
rather than upright—m eans it can 
be left Ibnger between mowings. 
Except at the height of spring 
growth, you can keep Merion blue­ 
grass neat w ith a mowing every 
other week. 


Now's The Time 
For A Compost Heap 
Now’s the tim e’ to turn your 
leaves, grass clippings, and other 
decayed vegetable m atter into a 
rich source of hum us to improve 
your garden soil. 
Dig a pit 18 inches deep in a 
shady, fairly level place. A good 
over-all size is 4x6 feet. 
Next, line the pit w ith plank 
side walls extended 3 feet above 
the ground. O r m ake the wails of 
brick or concrete. One end, how­ 
ever, .should consist of a removable 
board to m ake shoveling out easier. 
Build the pile in 4-inch layers, 
tram ping leaves evenly. Keep the 
top of the pile depressed so it 
will hold water. If your leaves are 
dry, w ater each layer as you add 
It. To m ake com post even more 
quickly, sprinkle on either 2 pounds 
of lime or 3 pounds of plant food 
to each layer.

Himself To Aloses

OUR LESSON todftjr oencerm» a 
great moment in Bistory. For the 
Israelites, suffering in lionaage in 
Egypt, a great leader was éhosen 
to Uberate them, to lead them to 
land which Jetiorah said was to 
be theirs, where they might live 
as a unified nation in freedom. 
For 40 years Moses had been 
living in Midian in the household 
of his father>in>law, Jethro or 
Reuel, acting as shepherd to Jeth­ 
ro’s flock. Forty years of quiet 
and peace—^but it proved to be a 
time of training for Moses for 
the great work he was to do for 
Jehovah and his people. 
All world leaders la history have 
been prepared for their missions 
in one way or another. €>eorge 
Washington, learned military tac­ 
tics when he was fighting ^or 
Britain In the French and Indian 
wars. He knew Ills territory; he 
was no “softie** for he had en­ 
dured hardships. He knew how to 
command men and win their re­ 
spect. He was honest and trust­ 
worthy. 
^ 
Events in their early lives con­ 
ditioned recent and present world 
leaders to their positions of re­ 
sponsibility, sometimes to tiagedy 
and the world's hurt, sometimes 
to become, even as Moses, their 
people’s deliverers. 
MOSES LED his father-ln-Taw’s 
sheep one day into a grazing coun­ 
try near to the ''mountain of Ood, 
unto Horeb." As he looked at a 
bush by the wayside, it suddenly 
burst into flames, but Moses saw 
that while it burned It was not 
consumed. 
As he stopped to look at such 
an unusual sight, a Voice spoke to 
him out of the bush, “Moses, 
Moses,” and Moses answered, “Here 
am 1.” 
The Voice said, “Draw not nigh 
hither: put thy shoes from off thy 
feet, for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground. Moreover 
He said, I am the God of thy 
father, the God of Abraham, the 
Ood of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. And Moses hid his face; 
for he was afraid to look upon 
God.” 
Then God told Moses .that He 
bad seen the affliction of the Is­ 
raelites in Egypt, had heard their 
cry, and had come to deliver them 
out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
end “to bring them up out of that 
land unto a g o ^ land and a large, 
unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey; unto the place of the Cana- 
nnites, and the m ttites, and the 
Amorites, and the Ferim tes, and 
the Hlvites and the Jebusites.” 
1HEN GOD revealed to Moses 
that He had chosen him to free 
Hia people and to bring them to 
this land of freedom and plenty. 
How would one of us feel If we 
had been living happily and quiet­ 
ly lor 4€ years in a place where 
we were surrounded by congenial 


and loving people, then suddenly 
we wore ordered to leave ab this 
happiness and security and to 
undertake an assignment that was 
extremely difficult and, indeed al­ 
most impossible? 
Moses reacted much as we would 
have done. He made excuses. He 
said the Israelites would not be­ 
lieve that God has sent him to lead 
them to freedom. To that God 
told hint to throw down the staff 
which he held. When he obeyed, 
the staff turned Into a serpeant. 
“Take it by the tail,” ordered Je­ 
hovah, and when he did so the 
serpent became again a rod. 
“Put now thine hand into thy 
bosom,” said God. Moses did so, 
and when he took it out it was 
pure white with leprosy. “Put thy 
hand into thy bosom again,” he 
was next told; and when he took 
It out it had turned a natural 
shade again. 
THESE MIRACLES and another, 
that of having river water turn 
to blood when poured upon the 
land were to be used to convince 
the Israelitish leaders that Jeho­ 
vah was indeed the power behind 
Moses. He was to use these won­ 
ders if the people disbelieved him. 
Then Moses gave the Lord the 
excuse that he was no “spell­ 
binder,” hut “slow to speech, and 
of a slow tongue.” 
“I will be with thy mouth.” 
countered the Lord, “and teach 
thee what thou shalt say,” and 
the Lord’s anger was kindled 
against Moses because of his ex­ 
cuse. He reminded him that he 
had a brother. Aaron, who could 
rpeak well. Moses should go to 
Egypt and meet his brother, who 
would do the talking for him. 
So Moses took his wife, Zip- 
porah, and his children and went 
to Egypt, talcing the rod of the 
Lord with him. There the two 
brothers met and embraced warm­ 
ly. Then Moses told Aaron all 
that the Lord had said, and the 
two brothers Called the elders of 
Israel to assemble before them.

within 30 days. The Commun­ 
ists indicated they might agree. 
North Korean^Maj. Gen. Lee Sang 
Cho told United Nations negotiators 
the UN. plan “seems in the main 
to be in accordance with our prin­ 
ciples.” 
The Reds promised to study the 
proposal overnight and “comment” 
further when the subcommittees 
working on the cease-fire line issue 
meet again at II am. Sunday (6 
pm. PST Saturday) in Panmunjom. 
Maj. Gen. Henry I. Hodes, chief 
UN. subcommittee delegate, told the 
Communist 
negotiators 
Saturday 
that the UN. allies will accept the 
Red proposal to fix a tentative 
cease-fire line along % the present 
battle front. But he made it clear 
the line will become permanent only 
if all other armistice terms are 
agreed upon within 30 days after 
the proposal is accepted by the full 
five-member armistice delegations. 
If no armistice is signed before 
the deadline, then a new cease-fire 
line would have to be fixed, Hodes 
said. 
“We don’t see any reason why the 
Communists wouldn’t accept tee 
latest UN. proposal to settle the 
buffo1 zone issue,” said Lt. Col. 
Howard 8. Levie, official U. N. com­ 
mand spokesman. “We made it in 
all sincerity and with* the expecta­ 
tion that It would be accepted." 
He said the immediate Commun­ 
ist reply came “much faster than 
we would have expected.’’ 
After Let indicated the Reds 
might agree to the U. N. proposal 
Hodes suggested that staff officers 
of bote sides meet at 10 am. Sun­ 
day to start working out the fine of 
battle contact which would become 
the tentative cease-fire line. 
Lee did not respond to the 10 am. 
meeting suggestion but replied: “I 
have received your proposal in writ­ 
ing and heard your explanation. 
Since we have yet to make a full 
study of your proposal I cannot 
answer. 
But I will give you our 
comment on your proposal tomor­ 
row.” 
The United Nations plan demands 
clear-cut assurance from the Reds 
that agreement on the tentative 
cease-fire line would not be an end 
to the shooting before a full armis­ 
tice is signed.

A bright sun in clear skies should 
shine over almost all of north and 
central California through Sunday, 
the weatherman said today.

LOST TAIL SECTION 
The Overseas plane lost its tail 
section as the two transports hit, 
about 2,000 feet up. 
As the rear section of the fuselage 
slanted 
toward 
earth, witnesses 
thought it was a fighter plane which 
had collided with the big ship. The 
other transport was out of the pic­ 
ture by then. 
A great fire broke out as the 
transport washed on its nose, and 
the fuselage, pointed to the sky, 
became a giant tercA. 
Both of the transports were on 
training and check flights. 
Flaming wreckage hit two auto­ 
mobiles on Doolittle road but there 
was no serious Injury to the occu­ 
pants. 
A naval officer was treated for 
burns on his arms, face and head. 
Frank M. Savage, 45, of Alameda, 
said “there was just one big ball of 
fire, with the car in it. The officer 
got out somehow.” 
The other car was occupied by 
Norman Barnes, 48, of Oakland, and 
his 12-year-old son, Richard. As 
flaming gasoline spewed over their 
auto, Barnes drove as far off tee 
road as he could, then rolled up all 
the windows until the fire subsided. 
Neither was hurt. 
The plane crash was witnessed by 
airman recruit James L. Grace of 
Burlingame. 
“It looked like one plane was right 
underneath the other. Suddenly, 
somehow, the lower plane hit the 
other on the side just back of the 
center and knocked off the whole 
tail section. 
STOOD TfYFNOTMED* 
“The upper plane fell like a rock, 
with its tail section fluttering down 
behind it. The crippled plane spun 
off to the side and exploded on the 
highway. I just stood there hyp­ 
notized, watching the big plane 
comirife down.” 
(L. B. Bowen, aviation mechanic 
1/C, told United Press he saw the 
wreckage land on a small coupe be­ 
hind the car in which the father 
and son were riding. He said a sailor 
successfully escaped from the car 
before the wreckage hit. 
(“The sailor in this little car 
must have heard the collision over­ 
heard and seen what was coming,” 
Bowen said. “He left his car on the 
road and ran like hell. I never saw 
a sailor run like that.”)

The UN. command division jump­ 
ed off shortly before dawn in a lim­ 
ited objective attack southeast of 
Kumsong, former Red supply base 
30 miles north of parallel 38. 
Allied infantrymen had knocked 
the Reds off 11 hills by early after­ 
noon. 
One UN. battalion crossed the 
Pukhan river in assault boats in 
pre-dawn darkness and hit the un­ 
suspecting Chinese in a soft spot. 
The Allied spokesman said UN. 
forces advanced so swiftly the Chi­ 
nese had no chance to counterat­ 
tack. At only one point did the Reds 
stand and fight. In this sector the 
doughboys moved in with bayonets 
and grenades. 
Allied artillery hurled dozens of 
shells into the Communist lines, 
while big Patton tanks rumbled into 
battle with the advancing infantry­ 
men. Warplanes supporting the ad­ 
vance hit the enemy 18 times. 
In the west, UN. infantrymen 
won back an advance position lost 
to Reds Friday northwest of Chor- 
won, 20 miles north of parallel 38. 
Allied troops attacked under cover 


of an artillery barrage shortly be­ 
fore dawn. Communists who had 
pushed United Nations defenders 
out of one hill position early Friday 
pulled back after putting up only 
light resistance/ the Eighth army 
reported. Presumably the Reds still 
hold two other hill positions seized 
in the Friday attack. 
Other UN. command troops coun­ 
terattacking to regain lost ground 
northwest of the punchbowl on the 
eastern front were reported engaged 
in a blazing battle. The Reds threw 
a full battalion into Friday’s at­ 
tack, which shoved United Nations 
units out of advance positions. 
In the air, Jets tangled Saturday 
for the first time in a week over

Porch Adds 
Uses To 
Garage Space 
The man who drives his car to 
work every day soon discovers 
there is more “overhead** in his 
garage than Mie overhead doors. 
His garage costs him money to 
build and costs, him some more to 
maintain. Yet while the car is 
gone,, the place is jm t waste space 
as far as his family at home is 
ijoncemed.. 
Because of this, many a garage 
Is being converted into a rainy-day 
playroom. Car ports are becoming 
car porches. Detached gar.ages in 
the backyard are being expanded 
with porches to provide indoor and 
outdoor recreation space. And ga­ 
rages attached to houses are given 
glass walls, colorful asphalt tile 
floors and auxiliary heating for 
winter to turn them into general 
purpose rooms. 
Many a garden fan has made 
his garage double as a greenhouse 
by installing a window- wall on 
Its southern exposure. 
What about grease spots in the 
middle of the floor? Grease can 
disintegrate asphalt tile. That is 
taken care of by a shallow pan 
under the car, or by a small rec­ 
tangle left uncovered and bordered 
by a low curbing of an Inch or 
so. A neat plywood panel, painted 
to suit, and a folding table fit over 
this square in the daytime. At 
night the furniture Is moved back 
against the wall, or folded away, 
and the place becomes a garage 
again.

AT ANY RATE, the Iranian 
government needs 
money, and 
badly. Mossadegh has been here 
for weeks, talking with American 
officials who have been trying to 
work out a compromise. 
N e i t h e r Mossadegh nor the 
British budged much, and the 
prime minister then asked for an 
Amrican loan. That might stave 
off the wolf, at least temporarily. 
At the s a m e t i m e it would 
strengthen his hand in standing 
off the British. 
It so happens that this country 
and Britain are allies. It’s a tick­ 
lish problem for this country: if 
it steps in with a loan to Iran, 
that hurts the British. 


By mid-week it became clear 
Mossadegh wasn’t going to get the 
loan at least yet. Meanwhile con­ 
ditions in Iran were getting worse.

California Shows Third 
Lowest U.S. Marriage Rate

Is marriage becoming unpopular 
in California? 
Last year, according to a recent 
survey 
of 
m a r i t a l 
statistics 
throughout the nation, only two 
states — Tennessee and North 
Carolina—had a smaller percent­ 
age of blushing brides and eager 
grooms than California. Here, the 
marriage rate, measured by the 
number of marriages per thousand 
population, was only 7.4—surpris­ 
ingly small when compared with 
the rates for other states, such as 
14.5 for Washington, 10.7 for Illi­ 
nois, and 31.6 for Arizona. 
Actually, the reason isn’t hard 
to find. For California’s neighbor­ 
ing state, Nevada, has by far the 
highest marriage rate in the coun­ 
try, the spectacularly high figure 
of 311.7 per thousand population. 
Nevada, with low age require­ 
ments, no waiting period, and no 
blood test' does California JJP.’s 
out of a landoffice business. 
t i . 
NATIONALLY, ONE FOURTH 
as many people were divorced as 
were married in 1950, the survey 
showed. Even so, the record of 
marriage stability was a little 
better than the year before, when 
there were fewer marriages and 
more divorces. 
The peak year of all time for 
both marriages and divorces was 
1946, when returning servicemen 
came home to marry their home 
town sweethearts or dissolve mar- 
riags that had gone awry during 
years of absence. That year there 


were 3,291,045 marriages and 610,- 
000 divorces. Last year marriages 
totalled 
1,693,257 
and 
divorces 
385,000. 
In spite of the frequency of di­ 
vorce, the survey showed that for 
every 1,000 married women there 
were only 10.8 divorces. That rate 
has * increased two and one-half 
times since 1900—a considerable 
increase, 
though 
less than is 
popularly believed. * 


IN 1950, THE UNITED States 
had 46.4 million women between 
the ages of *18 and 64. Of these, 
33.5 million were married, 6.3 were 
spinsters and 6.5 were widowed, 
divorced or separated. 
In one large city, it was found 
that three out of four brides plan 
to work after marriage, because of 
the high cost of living and the de­ 
sire to maintain a high living 
standard. It was also found that 
the joint income of the average 
working coupe is nearly 150 per 
cent higher than it was a decade 
ago. 
In the same city, the causes of 
divorce were analyzed. According 
to divorce judges, most young 
couples who sought freedom from 
unsuccessful marriages lacked an 
adult sense of responsibility. A* 
youngsters, they were given money 
to spend, autos to drive and too 
little work to do. They had poor 
home training, the judges agreed, 
and little or no religious training. 
The charges most frequently heard 
in the divorce courts were cruelty, 
desertion, adultery and incompat­ 
ibility, in that order.

jority of the board of regents voted 
against it for the second tim e within 
a month. 
Absent from the regents’ meeting 
when the oath w as dropped by a 12 
to 5 vote were Gov. Earl W arren, 
chief opponent of the oath, and re­ 
gent John Francis Neylan, leader 
of the battle to retain the clause in 
university employment contracts. 
The loyalty oath actually died as 
the regents voted against recon­ 
sidering their Oct. 20, vote of 13 to 
7 in opposition to the measure. 
The confirming vote was required 
as the oath’s proponents resorted to 
a technical m a n e u v e r at last 
m onth’s meeting which made neces­ 
sary a 
second vote against the 
measure. 
Adoption of the non-Oommunist 
declaration as a condition of em­ 
ployment in 1949 brought protests 
from 
throughout 
the 
academic 
world. It also resulted in the dis­ 
missal of 18 faculty members. 
The measure’s repeal yesterday 
had no immediate effect on the 
status of those dismissed, many of 
whom have since found posts at 
other schools.

Korea Resumes 


WASHINGTON OfV-Full civilian 
mail service between the United 
States and South Korea will be re-, 
sumed next Tuesday, the Post Of­ 
fice department announced today. 
Beginning that (toy, all types of 
mail destined for that war-ravaged 
country will be handled. 
The department suspended civil­ 
ian service to the Korean Republic 
July 11, I960, shortly after the North 
Korean Communists swept down 
over the 38th parallel. Later, in No­ 
vember, U S. postal officials worked 
oiit arrangements for handling air 
mail only—but no packages—for ci­ 
vilians to the republic. 
With resumption of full service, 
parcel post packages for Korea will 
be limited to 22 pounds, with the 
rate at 14 cents per pound.

Plana for Raphael Village were 
first formulated to 1949 when t£e 
Air Force command announced that 
Hamilton Field was to be made the 
headquarters for the Western Air 
Defense Command. They believed 
that in a semi-peacetime economy 
proper men could be attracted to 
the field only if adequate housing 
was provided their families. 
The Lindsay Company — known 
for their higher-bracket planned 
communities in San Francisco and 
Menlo Park — was selected as spon­ 
sor for the project ac as low bidder. 
They took over the actual designing 
and construction of all buildings as 
well as the selection and purchase 
of a suitable site, all land planning 
and street work. 
Suburban Appearance 
Unlike the multiple-story bar-+ 
racks-type military housing units of 
the past, Raphael Village looks like 
a subdivision of small suburban 
homes. All buildings are only one 
story in height, and no building con­ 
tains more than two units. Archi­ 
tects have tried to cre$te as much 
individuality to the exteriors as cir­ 
cumstances permit. 
Occupants will have their choice 
of one, two, and three-bedroom dup­ 
lexes and two and three bedroom 
single houses. Rentals — low even 
for Wherry Act staxylards-range 
from $55 to $71 for the duplexes and 
from $91.50 and $100 a month for 
the houses. 
Rent includes range, refrigerator, 
garbage collection, and carport M 
Each of the units has an “lt 
shaped living room-dining room with 
large picture windows front ami 
back.

In addition to the attached car­ 
port, each unit has a large separate 
storage closet. The carport can 
double during the day as a sheltered 
terrace, and there is ample space 
behind each unit for outdoor living 
and play area. 
Ia Wooded Valley 
Located in a wooded valley west 
of Highway 101, one-half mile north 
of the Hamilton Field entrance, the 
project covers 115 acres. It is divid­ 
ed into two sections — the eastern 
half for the duplexes, and the west­ 
ern half for the 200 single houses. 
Property on the south is bordered 
by a winding creek. Plans call for 
a San Jose district school and play­ 
ground to be built m the center of 
the development. Grounds will be 
fully landscaped. 
Under Wherry act regulations, oc­ 
cupancy will be restricted to mili­ 
tary personnel of Hamilton Field 
even though the project is privately- 
owned. According to Col. Andrew, 
the first family is expected to move 
in Monday. Approximately 100 units 
to be occupied by enlisted men will 
be ready at that time. The remain­ 
ing 400 units will be ready for oc­ 
cupancy as completed during the 
next few months. 
Two model homes will be open to 
the public daily from 11 to 5 starting 
this Sunday. They will be complete­ 
ly furnished by Braverman’s of San 
Anselmo.

fell those who have had no previous 
symptoms. 
This may appear to be true even 
to the patient himself. Yet, recent 
research indicates that in 30 per 
cent of these patients, warnings do 
occur. If this study were carried 
further, it would doubtless be found 
that many other such patients ex­ 
perienced advance symptoms which, 
correctly interpreted, would have 
served notice of an impending heart 
attack. 
NARROW ING OF ARTERIES 
Coronary heart disease is due to 
a narrowing and partial blocking of 
the arteries which supply the heart 
muscle with blood. Eventually, a clot 
forms to plug the artery completely, 
thus cutting off the blood supply 
through this channel and resulting 
in a heart attack. 
In a study of 139 patients, it was 
found 
that 40 had experienced 
definite warning symptoms. Pain 
over the breast bone,, spreading to 
the arms, shoulders, neck, or area 
just below the ribs was the most 
frequent sign, but it varied in the 
different patients from a vague dis­ 
comfort or a dull ache to severe, 
vise-like gripping pain. In most 
instances, it occurred after exertion 
and disappeared with rest. In addi­ 
tion to pain, most patients ex­ 
perienced severe s h o r t n e s s of 
breath. 
NEW TEST HELPFUL 
Where coronary heart disease is 
suspected, 
the 
electrocardiogram 
may be helpful in diagnosing early 
cases. A new diet, in which an 
electrocardiogram is taken before 
and after physical exertion, is some* 
tims extremely helpful in diagnosing 
this condition. 
The patient should look upon 
such symptoms as those described 
above with concern and should 
consult his physician as soon as he 
can, so that, if possible, preventive 
measures, such as bed rest and the 
use of certain drugs which prevent 
the clotting of the blood in the 
arteries of the heart, may be insti­ 
tuted. Adherence to such a program 
may avert disaster. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
U. S.: What causes white marks 
on the hands, elbows and ankles? 
Answer: It is possible that you are 
suffering from a condition known 
as leukoderma. The exact cause of 
this condition is not known, but too 
much exposure to the sunlight may 
be partly responsible. 
There is not a great deal that 
can be done for leukoderma. Certain 
drugs are given internally, such as 
arsenic and extracts of the thyroid 
and suprarenal glands.

Thanksgiving Date 
Was Woman's Work 
By JANE EADS 
WASHINGTON — Thanksgiving, 
November 22 this year, was not 
fixed as a national holiday until a 
week after President Lincoln deliv­ 
ered his Gettysburg Address in 1863. 
That it was so fixed was the work 
of a woman. 
David Mearns, assistant librarian 
for American Collections at the Li­ 
brary of Congress, brought this in­ 
teresting fact to light after detailed 
study of the library’s Lincoln papers. 
“Every 
school 
boy,” 
he 
says, 
“knows that Gov. Bradford decreed 
thanksgiving for Plymouth’s harvest 
in 1621, and readers of Mourt’s “Re­ 
lation* remember how the Pilgrims 
entertained and feasted Massascit 
and his men for three whole days.” 
But for many years, he points out, 
Thanksgiving was observed in the 
United States on different days in 
different localities. Sarah Josepha 
Buell Hale, first woman editor in 
U.S., who for 40 years conducted the 
famed “Godey’s Ladies Book,** in 
1846 launched an unremitting cam­ 
paign for Thanksgiving’s annual ob­ 
servance on the same day through­ 
out the United States. 
“When the union was threatened 
she urged a thanksgiving observ­ 
ance as a means of salvation, and 
when salvation came she thought so 
well of it she begged for its exten­ 
sion throughout the world as a way 
for peace,** Mr. Mearns relates. 
At first Mrs. Hale worked through 
the governors, then sought backing 
from 
Presidents Fillmore, 
Pierce 
and 
Buchanan 
without 
gaining 
much headway. Then she wrote to 
her friend Secretary of State Sew­ 
ard, who replied in September, 1863, 
that he had passed her recom­ 
mendation on to President Lincoln. 
In the Lincoln papers there is a 
lengthy letter directly addressed to 
the President in which she urges “a 
national and fixed Union festival” 
and entreats him to put forth his 
proclamation appointing the last 
Thursday in November as Thanks­ 
giving. 
Six days later he obliged, inviting 
“fellow citizens in every part of 
the United States and all those who 
are at sea and those sojourning in 
foreign lands to set apart and ob­ 
serve the last Thursday of Novem­ 
ber next as a day of Thanksgiving 
and praise to our beneficent Father 
who dwelleth in the heavens.’’

Often they funtcon in ways 
that harm the children they are 
supposed to help. 
I worked to get

Young Marin Parents With Ideal 
Form Unitarian Church School

Eighteen months ago the old- 
timers and experts were skeptical, 
very skeptical. They were con­ 
vinced beyond a doubt that these 
upstarts, these young adults who 
wanted to start a Sunday school 
for their children, didn’t have even 
a bare chance of getting underway 
with the first classes inside of a 
year. 
They were completely wrong, and 
the September issue of a national 
liberal religious magazine, The 
Christian Register, features as its 
cover story the amazing develop­ 
ment of the Unitarian Fellowship 
of Marin and its church school. 
WHEN IT ALL BEGAN in March 
of 1950, there were just 17 child­ 
ren. Now there are about 75, and 
more enrolling constantly. Church 
School Superintendent Leland Gil­ 
lette, the author of the article, who 
lives in Mill Valley, said shortly 
after the first fall class began 
that “If the children keep coming 
in, our limited facilities are going 
to force us to limit enrollment, 
much as we dislike doing it." 
Thus, what began as merely an 
ambitious idea of a few adults 
who gathered to try to form a 
church school, has grown in a 


mere 18 months to a full-fledged 
success in the important field of 
religious education. 
Gillette wrote in The Christian 
Register that the church school’s 
“secret of success" includes several 
factors—"opportune timing, desire 
for a liberal school, enthusiasm, 
and ignorance, the last two of 
w'hlch are probably responsible for 
our starting the school a bare two 
months after the first meeting of 
the Unitarian Fellowship." 
The experts had told them blunt­ 
ly, Gillette wrote, that it was al­ 
most mandatory to adopt a “sound, 
conservative plan of waiting—pos­ 
sibly as much as a year," to allow 
everyone in the Fellowship to get 
to know each other, to develop a 
curriculum and organize a faculty. 
But these eager young adults, 
who had decided to form a Unitar­ 
ian Fellowship mostly because they 
wanted a liberal religious educa­ 
tion for their children, would have 
none of the "sound, conservative" 
waiting. The time, they felt, was 
right now. * 


THEY HAD NO PLACE to meet. 
There was no faculty, no curricu­ 
lum. Someone suggested forming 
car pools and driving 26 miles to 
the Berkeley church each Sunday. 
But one determined mother of five 
demanded, "Why go to Berkeley? 
Why not start our own now?" And, 
despite the fact that the odds were 
imposing, they did. 
Mothers, some with teaching ex-

perience, but most without it, vol­ 
unteered. 
They got tremendous 
amounts of reference material and 
studied hard. Scout Hall, at Second 
and A streets, was obtained as a 
meeting place. Everyone pitched 
in to get books, rugs for the tots, 
easels, dolls, games, paints and 
clay. Other than books, the total 
cost of material during the school’s 
first four months was just $26. 
Then, on March 19 last year, 
just two months after the Fellow­ 
ship had been formed, the church 
school began, with three groups— 
nursery, 3 to 5 years; junior ele­ 
mentary, 6 to 8; and senior ele­ 
mentary. 9 years and up. 
“From the start,” wrot Gillette, 
“we have kept in mind that it is 
our children’s church school and 
we want them to be happy and 
eager to go. We want them to be 
relaxed and be themselves with 
very little if any formality. Most 
of our children come in play 
clothes, so they can play, have fun, 
and get dirty without fear of spoil­ 
ing ’Sunday bests/ Our teachers 
also dress informally and the child­ 
ren seem freer to ask for help.” 
A reading from the Bible, a poem 
or some text dealing with the main 
subject of the morning follows, and 
sometimes there’s a silent “think­ 
ing time.” 
Quite often there are educational 
movies, shown by the Fellowship 
president, Dr. Kenneth McKinnon 
of San Rafael, and then the child­ 
ren all participate in their various 
activities, none of which follow 
any rigid procedure. 
There are 
“talking circles,” in which anything 


under the sun might be discussed, 
games, painting, and then the 
teacher reads a story on the topic 
of the day, which might be about 
“The Big World Ball,” or how 
children of other lands live, or 
how a baby is cared for. 
They 
might bake for the adults, and take 
field trips—in short, the children 
are given a sound and easy intro­ 
duction into the world in which 
they must take part, and perhaps 
someday help lead, 
THE TEACHERS this year in­ 
clude Mrs. McKinnon, Mrs. Harry 
Andrewsen, Mrs. Joe Nakanishi, 
Mrs. Jack Shepard, Mrs. F. D. 
Wells, Alton Dahlin, Dr. Gail Ad­ 
ams and Dr. Albert Brinckerhoff 
of San Rafael; Mr. and Mrs. Spen­ 
cer Prange, Mrs. Gillette, Mrs. W. 
A. Walvoord and Mrs. Gordon

If the Pilgrim Fathers 
had 
sailed into San Francisco bay in­ 
stead of Cape Cod 
bay 
they 
would have been welcomed by 
Marin Indians and Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day 
would have a West 
Coast heritage instead of an East 
Coast theme as it has today. 
The American Indian was not 


a strictly Eastern native phe­ 
nomenon. We had Indians, too. 
In fact, long years before the 
Pilgrims 
invited the Iroquois 
tribes to the first Thanksgiving 
Festival, a l o n g about 1621, 
Marin Indians greeted Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake and his men. In 1579 
whHe on his famous voyage to 


t h e spice-rich Orient, 
Drake 
anchored in a “convenient and 
fit harborough” on the Marin 
coast, immediately below Point 
Reyes. 
The Marin Indians showed 
the strangers every hospitality 
which is more than can be said 
for the so-called more civilized 


Indians in New England who 
almost a hundred years later 
caused Pilgrims to tarry blun­ 
derbusses to church as a protec­ 
tion from sai'age attack. 
The following article on ar­ 
cheological 
studies 
of 
Marin 
Indian m o u n d s reveals the 
wealth of Indian lore lying prac­ 
tically at our backdoor.

A small group of students at the 
University of California have set 
out to resurrect as much of the 
prehistoric Indian history of C ali­ 
fornia as they can—but they have 
found 
stiff 
competition, 
which 
hinders their efforts, in the work 


and 
of bulldozers, ditch diggers 
other excavation equipment. 
M arin county, with its wealth of 
Indian sites, perhaps 500 in all, has 
become of particular concern to 
these students due to the large 
scale construction projects now go­ 
ing forward in this area. 
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W H IL E R E A L IZ IN G that such 
progress cannot be halted, they 
believe that a considerable wealth 
of valuable scientific information 
can be obtained from sites that 
are about to be destroyed if only 
the owners of the land would 
notify them of the presence of 


these sites, and allow technically 
trained archeologists to examine 
them before the areas are covered 
with new housing projects. 
The organization set up for this 
purpose is the University of C ali­ 
fornia Archaeological Survey that

scientific Items as shaving, tooth, and paint brushes, 
for careful removal of soil from around fragile arti­ 
facts and bones, for filing and future study. 


Dr. Sheilagh Thompson takes measurements 
on a Marin county Indian skull in the Mus­ 
eum of Anthropology at the University of 
California. She can determine average phys­ 
ical characteristics of different tribes such 
as heights and shape of heads, but she 
emphasized that such measurements are no 


criteria for determining native intelligence. 
The human race is much the same the world 
over in this respect she believes. She pointed 
out that the large skull she it measuring 
has a larger brain capacity than her's, as­ 
sistant Janet Paumphrey's, or the photo­ 
grapher's. 


Burials were discovered close to the bottom of the 
•hell mound, where Indians camped perhaps 2000 
years ago. They predated the race called the "Coast 
M iw o k " whom the English speaking peoples first 
encountered in 15/2 when Drake landed on Marin 


shores This meeting was the first English contact witn 
any tribe of California Indians. The California Arch­ 
aeologists said the Greenbrae inhabitants belonged 
to the "Middle Horizon" groups of California Indians. 
The "Coast Miwok" belongs to the "Late Horizon*" 


Cal' Archaeologists some years ago struck the ja^ Pot on 
Tomales Point when this burial was uncovered along the 
shores of Tomales bay. It was also unique in that the beau* 
tifully worked obsidian awl-shaped objects in the central 
trays ore a complete mystery as to their use. Among other 


interesting artifacts are mica ornaments in the lower left 
hand corner, and several trays of doughnut shaped discs 
that were laboriously punched from pismo clam snells. 
This was the primitive money of California beiore the 
soming of the whites- Sucn finds may be destroyed through 
indischeuM lt dtstredMNi of ancient Indian camps. 


Eckman Secretary of the Department of 
Anthropology at U.C. displays the tray of 
implements found among the burials at 
Greenbrae.

Martin (Marty) Baunhoff of the Archaeo­ 
logical Survey assisted Meigham in study of 
the Greenbrae site. He shows how heavy 
mortars and pestles, metates, etc, are stored 
at the university. Each one has a number 
which is the key to accurate information 
as to where it was found, at what depth. 
The mortar fragments he holds are charac­ 
teristic of Marin. Sometimes they are found 
along stream courses aw ay from the shell 
mounds* 
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This burial turned out to be a lady. She was 
the 18th found at Crenbroe. Perhaps she 
was not an overly important personage as 
there were few artifacts buried with her. Of 
most interest was a bone whistle which 
broke apart from the dampness of ages 
when removed* The shelly nature of the 


mound shows up well in this photograph. 
Indian sites in Marin are generally indicated 
by sea shells* charcoal from fires, and black 
earth. Mollusks were one of the principal 
foods, which probably accounts for large 
camps being found along the shores of our 
estuaries.

THt: MAJORITY o r SITES in 
Marin are easily 
identified 
by 
their shell content, pieces of char­ 
coal from ancient fires, and the 
black earth. Often the presence 
of buckeye trees will identify a 
site. 
Although the raw fruit of the 
buckeye Is poisonous, and can even 
cause the death of cattle that 
eat it, the Indians made it palat­ 
able through a bleaching and bak­ 
ing process. 


Even though the mounds may 
be some distance from the ocean, 
there still will be found a con­ 
siderable 
amount of 
shell, for 
clams and other mollusks were one 
of the principal foods of Marin 
Indians. 
Shells were also used for orna­ 
ments and money. Oiivelia shells 
and 
pieces 
of 
mother-of-pearl 
from abaiones were used for dec­ 
oration. Doughnut shaped discs 
from the pismo clam were labori­ 
ously punched out to make wam­ 
pum. 
OTHER INDICATORS of Indian 
villages 
are 
the 
mortars 
and 
pestles used for grinding meal. 
Sometimes such articles will be 
found scattered along stream beds 
In the rugged back country of 
Marin where they had been car­ 
ried or dropped by some travelling 
Indian, away from the regular 
camps. 
The 
archaeologists, 
however, 
find most of their artifacts in 
burials. 
Despite years of study some of 
these objects still puzzle students. 
Early white explorers in Marin 
look the Redman for granted and 
recorded 
very 
little 
about 
his 
culture. Consequently today when 
the C alifornia archaeologists hit a 
jack pot of ancient Indian relics, 
such as they did on Tomales Point 
a number of years ago, they are at 
loss to explain many of the ob­ 
jects, such as the long awl-shaped 
obsidian 
points 
they 
uncovered 
from one burial along the shores 
of Tomales Bay.

were called "Miwok/* but earlier 
groups were also apparently in the 
region. Instead of 
using 
tribal 
names to indicate the various sites, 
the archaeologists utilize a system 
of “horizons.” In California it is 
broken down into early, middle, 
and late horizons. There are no 
early horizon sites known in Marin, 
but there are numerous middle 
horizon sites that may date back 
one to two thousand years. 
The large mound recently lev­ 
eled for the new shopping center 
at Greenbrae was identified by the 
Archaeological survey as belonging 
to this Middle Horizon which pre­ 
dated the 
Miwok Indians.

though the site was of considerable 
size it yielded few artifacts, but 
about 15 burials. 
Niels Shultz Jr., contractor for 
the project, and an amateur n a t­ 
uralist told Aubrey Neasham, re­ 
gional historian for the National 
Parks, about the site.

sent over trained personnel to sal­ 
vage as much material as possible 
as the bulldozer leveled down the 
ancient shell heap that may have 
represented a prehistoric garbage 
dump around 1000 years old.

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PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Good Design Is Secret 
Of Successful Planting 


By HARMAN \V. NICHOLS 
WASHINGTON (U.P.) — I wish 
somebody would tell me how to 
grow a green thumb. Heaven knows 
I ’ve tried. 
A suggestion by Clint Anderson 
“when he was secretary of agricul­ 
ture may be the best advice. He 
said I should “never plant a yard 
or garden too big for your wife 
to handle.” 
For a time we had an acre sur­ 
rounding a house in nearby Beth- 
esda, Md. The D of A told me about 
onion plants but I got them up­ 
side down and wound up buying 
my onions. 
THE WEEDS GOT the water­ 
melons. Also the peas and beans. 
Somebody told me to squirt glyc­ 
erine on the corn after it had 
started to “silk” to scare off the 
jap beetles. The corn died. 
A couple of years as a cliff dwelT- 
er in an apartment development 
was like heaven. No yard, no gar­ 
den. But we now have a small plot 
in 
Hyattsville, 
Md., 
and 
our 
troubles are beginning again. 
The agriculture people said this 
was a pretty good time to p lan t. 
a dogwood tree. I planted mine a 
month ago, and in a week’s time 
the thing was dead. 
The yard was a little on the 
ragged side and a neighbor recom-

we will talk about planting. Dur­ 
ing cool weather from October 
until winter has passed is always 
planting time. Our spirits favor 
activity at this time in the garden, 
as well as the weather and the soil. 
WHAT TO PLANT and where 
to plant is the question. The an­ 
swer, of course lies in the design. 
Never set out a plant without first 
consulting the plan. A tree, shrub, 
or vine is a permanent living thing 
in any garden. It has a special 
place of its own, and if it is given 
that place when first set out, it 
will never have to be Jerked up 
and railroaded elsewhere. I know 


of trees that have been chased all 
over the garden because the gar­ 
dener hadn't followed a plan and 
each move proved to be a wrong 
one. 
Let us suppose your plan calls 
for a corner treatment. First the 
background must be considered. Is 
it stucco, a brick wall, a wooden 
fence, or is it the side of a win­ 
dowed garage? These materials 
must be considered as stucco often 
reflects terrific heat, brick less, 
and wood little indeed. Glass is 
always hot. 
IS THE CORNER under a tree, 
if so what kind? In some places 
lovely effects may be obtained. 
But a pool is no good under a 
pepper tree.

mended a 100 pound bag of some 
stuff to make the grass grow. We 
doused the yard good. Too good, I 
guess, because we killed most of 
the jgrass. 
THE NATIONAL GARDEN In­ 
stitute has out a pamphlet called 
“How 
Can 
We 
Plant 
Spring- 
Blooming Bulbs in the Garden?” 
It’s for high school kids, and may­ 
be a little more in my class. 
I’ve bought tulips, daffodils, hy­ 
acinths. crocus, scilfas, and snow­ 
drops and have the fork, spade, 
and hoe all greased and ready and 
I’m going to do it just like the 
book says. 
For masses of color, the tulips 
are going on the border with the 
bulbs placed in even rows. The 
daffodils, according to instructions, 
will be planted “hit or miss,” which 
is the way I generally plant things 
anyhow. The scilTas, snowdrops, 
crocus 
and 
hyacinths 
will 
be 
dumped in clumps. 
The tulip bulbs will go down ex­ 
actly six inches by the ruler. Two 
or three Inches for the crocus, 
snowdrops, scilla and hyacinth. 
The back yard has all the ferti­ 
lizer it needs. The soil is about to 
be loosened. 
All I can do is hope. If I fail, 
I swear this will be the last time 
for me. 


leaves turn clear water rauddly 
black. Nor is a willow especially 
suited to a corner pool. Its roots 
grow strong and can burst the 
walls and cause the pool to lose 
water. 
Two very satisfactory weeping 
trees for a corner pool area are 
the weeping pittosporum, and the 
Maytan from Chile. These trees 
are well behaved. Or is it a shady 
corner that wants planting? If so, 
what makes it shady? Maybe it is 
a heavy pergola, vine covered and 
dark underneath. Besides shade 
there will be dust and dirt from 
dropping leaves. Small plants are 
best under this kind of shade. 
The sacred bamboo, saxafrages, 
plantain lilies, woodwardia, sword, 
hollyleaf ferns, are plants of am­ 
ple foliage and every one of them 
grow well in shade. Every one of 
them, too, can do much to build 
up a pool planting. 
LILIES OF THE VALLEY, or­ 
chid iris, Japanese anemone, and 
Balloon-flower are also good gar­ 
den flowers for shady places. 
As we all realize every plant in 
the garden must pay its way, this 
is especially true of those given 
the shady place. They can’t just 
string along with thin foliage and 
hardly a bloom. They must put 
out strong leaves and clear flow­ 
ers. 
One thing all of us must bear 
In mind is that we can only 
achieve a sparkling effect in a 
shady garden if we plant enough 
of each variety. One fern, one 
anemone, or one orchid iris can’t 
tell a story, but if we set out 
several the effect is always imme­ 
diate. The shoulder of a pool, a 
woodland path, or a dark corner 
will blaze up with burning interest 
where a mass has been created 
with the plant materials. 
FOR SUNNY CORNER? An or­ 
ange or lemon tree might be 
happy in a warm corner, but a 
pine, cedar or honey-dew locust 
would resent such a place. An 
umbrella tree such as a silk-tree 
< albizzia julibrissin) would be a 
splendid addition to a corner gar­ 
den because its branches are light 
and airy. The sunlight will perco­ 
late down through and will be 
softened as it passes by the grace­ 
ful branches. With such a tree 
many sparkling shrubs and flow­ 
ering perennials grow and bloom 
and create a picture. 
There are many plants that love 
a sunny corner. Hibiscus, gardenia, 
heliotrope, lantana, geraniums, or-

namental grasses come under this 
classification. They want a warm 
spot and don’t necessarily demand 
oceans of water. What they want 
most of all is to be left alone. 


Take the common geranium for 
example, I’ve seen plants growing 
in a hot corner with leaves almost 
as large as a cabbage, and as green 
as grass, but hardly a bloom. The 
gardener was pouring on too much 
water. Less water with the warmth 
would have been better. The leaves 
would have been hidden with a 
splashing mass of flowers. 


THE LOCATION and window 
arrangement of the house would 
be considered. Plan the gayest 
most colorful spots so they can be 
viewed from indoors or glimpsed 
from entrance ways. What is more 
pleasant than to enjoy a second 
cup of coffee and a view of your 
spring daffodil bed? 
As we said at the beginning, 
now in cool weather is the time 
for planting. It is the time to cor­ 
rect mistakes, it is the time to 
create new features. Put in fresh 
perennials, new shrubs, additional 
vines and trees too. Some of these 
will still have a bloom or two so 
you can be sure of color and type. 
Others will have already gone to 
sleep, but the roots can be shifted 
to new places. 
It is not a case ol one hundred 
of these or one hundred of that. 
Select enough, set them out so 
that the effect will be evident 
next spring when the garden, after 
its winter sleep awakens and a 
fresh breeze hurries to meet the 
red sun. 


New Grass Cuts 
Down Mowing Time 


How would you like to find a 
grass that needs mowing only half 
as often as ordinary kinds? How 
would you like one that stays green 
all summer, fights off crabgrass 
and other warm-weather weeds, 
and diseases? 
The new wonder grass is Merlon 
bluegrass, discovered at the Merlon 
Country Club near Ardmore, Penn­ 
sylvania, and developed after in­ 
tensive research by the Greens 
Section of the U.S. Golf Associ­ 
ation. 
Its habit of growing—spreading 
rather than upright—means it can 
be left longer between mowings. 
Except at the height of spring 
growth, you can keep Merlon blue­ 
grass neat with a mowing every 
other week. 


Now's The Time 
For A Compost Heap 
Now’s the time* to turn your 
leaves, grass clippings, and other 
decayed vegetable matter into a 
rich source of humus to improve 
your garden soil. 
Dig a pit 18 inches deep in a 
shady, fairly level place. A good 
over-all size is 4x6 feet. 
Next, line the pit with plank 
side walls extended 3 feet above 
the ground. Or make the walls of 
brick or concrete. One end, how­ 
ever, should consist of a removable 
board to make shoveling out easier. 
Build the pile in 4-inch layers, 
tramping leaves evenly. Keep the 
top of the pile depressed so it 
will hold water. If your leaves are 
dry, water each layer as you add 
it. To make compost even more 
quickly, sprinkle on either 2 pounds 
of lime or 3 pounds of plant food 
to each layer.

How God Revealed 
Himself To Aloses

OUR LESSON today concerns a 
great moment in history. For the 
Israelites, suffering in boncxage in 
Egypt, a great leader was ¿hosen 
to liberate them, to lead them to 
land which Jehovah said was to 
be theirs, where they might live 
as a unified nation in freedom. 
For 40 years Moses had been 
living in Midian in the household 
of his father-in-law, 
Jethro 
or 
Reuel, acting as shepherd to Jeth­ 
ro’s flock. 
Forty years of quiet 
and peace—but R proved to be a 
time of training for Moses for 
the great work he was to do for 
Jehovah and his people. 
All world leaders in history have 
been prepared for their missions 
in one way or another. 
George 
Washington, learned military tac­ 
tics when he was 
fighting 
¿or 
Britain in the French and Indian 
wars. He knew his territory; he 
was no “softie" for he had en­ 
dured hardships. He knew how to 
command men and win their re­ 
spect. 
He was honest and trust­ 
worthy. 
Events in their early lives con­ 
ditioned recent and present world 
leaders to their positions of re­ 
sponsibility, sometimes to tiagedy 
and the world’s hurt, sometimes 
to become, even as Moses, 
their 
people’s deliverers. 
MOSES LED his father-ln-Taw’s 
sheep one day into a grazing coun­ 
try near to the "mountain of God, 
unto Horeb." As he looked at a 
bush by the wayside, it suddenly 
burst into flames, but Moses saw 
that while it burned it was not 
consumed. 
As he stopped to look at such 
an unusual sight, a Voice spoke to 
him out 
of 
the 
bush, 
“Moses, 
Moses," and Moses answered, "Here 
am L" 
The Voice said, "Draw not nigh 
hither: put thy shoes from off thy 
feet, for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground. Moreover 
He said, 
I am the God of thy 
father, the God of Abraham, the 
God of Isaac, 
and the God of 
Jacob. 
And Moses hid his face; 
for he was afraid to look upon 
God." 
Then God told Moses .that He 
had seen the affliction of the Is­ 
raelites in Egypt, bad heard their 
cry, and had come to deliver them 
out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
and "to bring them up out of that 
land unto a good land and a large, 
unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey; unto the place of the Cana­ 
an ites, and the Hittttes, and the 
Amorites, and the Perixzites, and 
the Hlvites and the Jebusttes 
THEN GOD revealed to Moses 
that He had chosen him to free 
Hi» people and to bring them to 
this land of freedom and plenty. 
How would one of us feel If we 
had been living happily and quiet­ 
ly for 4f years in a place where 
we were surrounded by congenial 


and loving people, then suddenly 
we were ordered to leave all this 
happiness and security 
and 
to 
undertake an assignment that was 
extremely difficult and, indeed al­ 
most impossible? 
Moses reacted much as we would 
have done. He made excuses. He 
said the Israelites would not be­ 
lieve that God has sent him to lead 
them to freedom. 
To that God 
told him to throw down the staff 
which he held. When he obeyed, 
the staff turned into a serpeant. 
"Take it by the tail,” ordered Je­ 
hovah, and when he did so the 
serpent became again a rod. 
"Put now thine hand into thy 
bosom," said God. Moses did so, 
and when he took it out it was 
pure white with leprosy. "Put thy 
hand into thy bosom again," he 
was next told; and when he took 
it out it 
had 
turned a natural 
shade again. 
THESE MIRACLES and another, 
that of having river water turn 
to blood when poured upon the 
land were to be used to convince 
the Israelitish leaders that Jeho­ 
vah was indeed the power behind 
Moses. He was to use these won­ 
ders if the people disbelieved him. 
Then Moses gave the Lord the 
excuse that he was 
no 
"spell­ 
binder," but "slow to speech, and 
of a 3low tongue." 
“I will be 
with 
thy 
mouth," 
countered the Lord, "and teach 
thee what thou shalt say," 
and 
the Lord’s 
anger 
was 
kindled 
against Moses because of his ex­ 
cuses. He reminded him that he 
had a brother, Aaron, who could 
rpeak well. 
Moses should go to 
Egypt and meet his brother, who 
would do the talking for him. 
So Moses took 
his 
wife, Zip- 
porah, and his children and went 
to Egypt, taking the rod of the 
Lord with him. 
There the two 
brothers met and embraced warm­ 
ly. 
Then Moses told Aaron 
aU 
that the Lord had said, and the 
two brothers called the elders of 
Israel to assemble before them. 
"And Aaron spake all the words 
which the Lord had spoken unto 
Moses, and did the signs in the 
sight of the people. 
"AND THE PEOPLE believed; 
and when they heard that the 
Lord had visited the children of 
Israel, and that He had 
looked 
upon their affliction, 
then they 
bowed their heads and worship­ 
ped." 
Suppose Moses had refused his 
God’s command; had returned to 
his home in Midian and gone on 
living his peaceful and secure life. 
No one outside his own little group 
would have known of him. 
Be­ 
cause he did his duty, 
accepted 
Jehovah’s command and succeed­ 
ed in liberating his people, the 
whole world knows him lor a hero, 
a wise leader, and even now, thou­ 
sands of years later, books 
are 
still being written about him.

Porch Adds 
Uses To 
Garage Space 
The man who drives his car to 
work every day soon discovers 
there is more “overhead” in his 
garage than the overhead doors. 
His garage costs him money to 
build and costs him some more to 
maintain. Yet while the car is 
gone, the place is just waste space 
as far as his family at home is 
concerned. 
Because of this, many a garage 
Is being converted into a rainy-day 
playroom. Car ports are becoming 
car porches. Detached garages in 
the backyard are being expanded 
with porches to provide indoor and 
outdoor recreation space. And ga­ 
rages attached to houses are given 
glass walls, colorful asphalt tile 
floors and auxiliary heating for 
winter to turn them into general 
purpose rooms. 
Many a garden fan has made 
his garage double as a greenhouse 
by installing a window-wall on 
its southern exposure. 
What about grease spots in the 
middle of the floor? Grease can 
disintegrate asphalt tile. That is 
taken care of by a shallow pan 
under the car, or by a small rec­ 
tangle left uncovered and bordered 
by a low curbing of an inch or 
so. A neat plywood panel, painted 
to suit, and a folding table fit over 
this square in the daytime. At 
night the furniture is moved back 
against the wall, or folded away, 
and the place becomes a garage 
again. 
The demand* for different garage 
plans and ideas has prompted the 
publication of booklets on the sub­ 
ject. These often are available 
from lumber and supply houses. 
One is published by the Southern 
Pine Association, 520 Canal Build­ 
ing, New Orleans 4. La., for 25 
cents. It includes suggestion and 
diagrams for car porches, work­ 
bench and builtin conveniences, 
and garages with apartments above 
suitable for beach houses or other 
summer homes. 
One of the most interesting ideas 
is the porch appended to the back­ 
yard garage. After all there is 
no reason why a porch must be 
attached to the house only. The 
detached garage often occupies an 
attractive comer of the lot, flanked 
by the prettiest part of the lawn 
and garden. A porch back there, 
.either screened or left open, can 
provide a secluded retreat where 
mother, sewing, reading or playing 
bridge can watch her children play­ 
ing in the yard.

A pain in the neck can be due 
to any number of things. It does 
not necessarily mean the prover­ 
bial annoying person. Too often it 
is a result of improper rest, poor 
posture or work which causes us 
to hold our head in a certain posi­ 
tion for a long period of time.

thougji, is improper rest, and sleep­ 
ing on lumpy, droopy pillows that 
do not properly support the head 
and neck are usually the cause. 
To provide adequate support, a 
pillow should fill the gap between 
the head and the shoulder. Sleep­ 
ing without a pillow or on a worn 
pillow will cause a strain on the 
neck muscles.
